A Roper Survey published in 
Life magazine’s October 16th issue 
reported that 30 percent of persons 
interviewed favored the idea of 
Federal money being given to 
schools run by churches. Forty-five 
percent thought such aid should go 
only to public schools, 7.9 percent 
were against all Federal aid, and 
12.7 percent “didn’t know.” 


In a ceremony at the Redemptor- 
ists’ Holy Redeemer College here, 
His Eminence Francis Cardinal 
Spellman, Archbishop of New York, 
presented the award to Father 
Murray for “noteworthy contribu- 
tions” to theological thought. 
Father Murray is professor of 
theology at Woodstock College, 
Woodstock, Md. 


Cardinal Spellman told. members 
of the theological society about his 
recent trip to Rome for the pro- 
clamation of the Assumption 
dogma. Attending His Holiness 
Pope Pius XII’s Pontifical Mass for 
the occasion, and being present at 
the proclamation of the dogma 
“seemed to be for me the crowning 
glory of them all,” the Cardinal 
declared. 


He said that the Pope’s love for 
humanity was almost “palpable” at 
the proclamation ceremonies. The 
Pontiff, he -reported, has been 
“very much consoled” by the huge 
throngs that have come to Rome 
forthe Holy Year. 


Father Mufray, eighth recipient 
of the Cardinal Spellman award, 
said that extremely serious politi- 
cal problems confront the world 
today. Since underlying them are 
spiritual issues, they cannot. be 
solved without the aid of the 
Church, he asserted. é 


“From this point of view, it is 
particulariy important that good 
relations should obtain between the 
Church and governments and the 
peoples of the world, in order to 
insure an effective common effort 
towards the development of peace- 
eres and free societies,” he 
said. 


The Woodstock College professor 
had just returned from three 
months in Germany as consultant 
to the Religious Affairs Branch of 
the High Commissioner’s Office. He 


studied Church-State problems 
there. 
“Germany is a country over

Eastern Educators’ Group 
Revises Accrediting Criteria 


Atlantic City, N. J.. —(NC)— 
After taking a strong. stand 
against new evaluative criteria of 
the Middle States Association of 
Colleges and Secondary Schools, 


Catholic educators at the associa- 


tion’s convention here won action 
towards modifying the criteria. 


Convention delegates today vot- 


ed for the appointment of a com-/|ed 


mittee to discuss revision of the 
new criteria with the association. 
Meanwhile, it was agreed that no 
Catholic school is to be evaluated 


Earlier in the convention, Cath- 
olic delegates had been assured 


of jthat the association’s new criteria 


for evaluating secondary schools 
will not lead to the paganizing of 
Catholic institutions within the ac- 
crediting group. 

Dr. R. D. Matthews, chairman 
of the association’s commission on 
secondary schools, made these as- 
surances at the Middle States or. 
ganization’s annual convention 
here: 

1. A provision calling for a 
school to state its educational phil- 
osophy, which to all appearances 
was dropped in the new criteria— 
much to Catholic educators’ con- 
cern—"“is still in effect.” 

2. A letter will be sent to chair- 
men of all visiting (inspecting) 
committees saying there has beer 
no fundamental change in criteria. 
. 8. Catholic schools will be per- 
mitted to modify or qualify cri- 
teria as they see fit. 

A provision in the new evalua- 
tive criteria allowing expression of 
a school’s philosophy was regard- 
ed as inadequaté and was relegated 


to a wholly subordinate position at 
end of “Needs of the Child” sec- 
tion, it was said. 

At the same time, the first 
Catholic in the organization’s his- 
tory was designated as president 
of the Middle States association 
at the convention where Catholics 
played a major role in a deep-seat- 
controversy. He is the Rev. 
Francis L. Meade, C.M., president 
of Niagara University. Mother 
Eleanor M. O’Byrne, president of 
Manhattanville College of the 
Sacred Heart, New York, was con- 
tinued in office as a member of 
the executive committee. 

The intense interest of Catholic 
educators was shown in the heavy 
attendance at meetings at which 
the controversy flared up. At one 
meeting almost half of those pres- 
ent were. Catholics. 

Some of the Catholic delegates 
understood Dr. Matthews had im- 
plied that the revised curricula 
would be rewritten to meet Cath- 
olic objections. However, Dr. 
Matthews told this reporter “we 
don’t feel a revision is needed.” 
He added that when a new set of 
criteria is written (normally every 
10 years), the Catholic stand on 
the current criteria certainly will 
be taken into consideration. 

One point in the new criteria 
advocates sex education in second- 
ary schools. This runs counter to 
1950 statement of the Ameri- 
ean Hierarchy on the child, in 
which sex education in schools was 
condemned. Under one of Dr, 
Matthews’ assurances, presumably, 
Catholic high schools may disre- 
gard this criteria point.

This latter is what might be called the corporate memory of 
the Church, the recollection of all that Our Lord and His Apostles 
taught that was not written into the Gospels—discussed, analyzed, 
and developed by the Fathers, Doctors, and theologians working 
throughout the ages under the guidance of the Holy Ghost, 
promised by Our Lord to His Church.

A NON-CATHOLIC reader sends us the fol- 


lowing question: ! 

A minister who speaks over eight radio 
stations in the south recently said: “Regard- 
less of the Pope, Luther, you or me, or all 
others who may think otherwise, the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and He alone has the power to 
pay for, remit or forgive sins. This He did on 
Calvary’s cross nearly 2,000 years ago.” In 
view of this how can Catholics believe that 
their priests—mere men—can forgive sins? 

It is very true that only God can forgive sins, 
but He can do that both directly and indirectly. 
After David sinned and repented, God sent the 
Prophet Nathan to him to.tell‘him that he was 
forgiven. rete 

Christ, Who was God, redeemed mankind in 
general, but the merits of His redemption ‘were 
to be applied—through sacramental ordinances— 
to individuals through accredited representatives, 
the Apostles and their successors throughout the 
ages. 

When, on the day of His Resurrection, after 
He had offered His redemption for all mankind, 
He appeared to the eleven Apostles (Judas was 
not with them) and reminded them that their 
mission was to be identical with His own: “As 
the Father has sent Me, so I also send you.’ 

Christ had previously told them that His 
mission was to “call the sinner to penance,” and 
because the remission of sin would require the 
power of God Christ prefaced His commission to 
the Apostles with the words, “Receive ye the 
Holy Ghost.” He then continued: “Whose sins 
you shall forgive they are forgiven, and whose 
sins you shall retain, they are retained.”

Christ’s answer was 
“in order to show you that the Son of Man has 
power on earth to forgive sins, I say. to thee 
‘Arise, take up thy bed and go into the house.’ ” 
The Bible account continues: “The multitude 
praised God Who had given such power to men.” 
Christ forgave the paralytic, understand, as the 
Son of man, and He did not correct the multitude 
when they praised God for giving such power to 
men. 


Catholics should never be required to give 
reasons why they differ from Protestants in any 
doctrine, because what they believe was believed 
by all Christians for 15 solid centuries, and is 
believed today by three-fourths of all the Chris- 
tians in the world, including more than 100,- 
000,000 Orthodox and other Orientals, It is only 
the minority, and that only in recent years, 
who believe differently. As a minority and as 
new comers in the field of religion, they should

[N the Epistle of this Sunday, St. 
Paul, writing to the converts of 
Rome who were converted, for the 
most part, by St. Peter, reminds 
them of putting their néw faith in 
practice, telling them that it is now 
time “to arise from sleep.” 

That lesson ig even more needed 
today when so many members of 
Christ’s Church, even those who 
have been enlisted as Christ’s 
soldiers, are so indifferent towards 
all religious practi¢é which is not 
imposed on them by a precept of 
the Church. They are spiritually 
asleep all the time when they are 
not actually victims of the decep- 
tion of the devil. 

St. Paul reminded these converts 
that the night of the pagan dark- 
ness, in which they had lived from 
their birth, was now past, He said 
that the day was at hand of which 
they should take advantage, and 
make every hour of it profitable 
unto salvation. Since the darkness 
of night was past, they should, te 
use his words, “cast off the works 
of darkness, and put on the armour 
of light.”

The deepest and most general 


yearning of the peoples is for 
peace. For peace and concord na- 
tions, the Holy See will continue7y 


to labor indefatigably, without los- 
ing confidence in the wisdom and 
good will of the governments upon 
whom rests the tremendous re- 
sponsibility for the welfare of hu- 
manity, but trusting above all in 
help from on high in the assist- 
ance of eternal principles of peace 
and in the intercession of the most 
powerful Virgin Mary.” 

A few days ago the Pope told 
Roman streetcar employees that 
the Church detests war and wants 
peace—“internal peace among sons 
of the same fatherland, interna- 
tional peace among mémbers of the 
great human family.”

Police Whistle Solves Missioner's Problem 


Mexico City —(NC)— Long 
known as an “impossible hell-hole” 
by government officials and doc- 
tors, the small village of Leona 
Vicario lost part of its evil reputa- 
tion after a recent mission visit 
by two determined Sisteys and a 
priest with a police whistle. 

Government officials claim that 
the village of 300 residents has the 
highest percentage of crime in the 
territory of Quintana Roo. Doctors 


willingly agreed that “it’s imposs- 


ible to do anything for those 
people” because of the number of 
drug addicts. 


However, the Rev. John G. Nol- 
an, a Maryknoll missioner from 
New York, stopped in the village 
for a week on his last mission 
trip. With him were two Mary- 
knoll Sisters. Since the town has 
no church, they converted an old 
warehouse into a temporary chapel. 

Father Nolan and the Sisters 
visited every house in Leona Vic- 
ario on the first day, inviting all 
the people to attend evening Ros- 
ary services, morning Mass, and 
to have their children attend doc- 
trine classes twice a day. 

That evening Father Nolan made 
a disappointing discovery. The 
town’s only bell had a large crack 
in it and couldn’t be heard for 
more than a few feet. Unless he 
found a way to call the people to- 
gether, they never would remem- 
ber the first Rosary meeting. Pac- 
ing the floor with hands in his 
pockets, Father Nolan hit upon the 
answer: a police whistle! He had 
one in his pocket since refereeing 
a basketball game a few days pre- 
viously. 

After a few blasts of the whistle 
on Leona Vicario’s main streets, a 
crowd turned up at the warehouse 
to say the Rosary. For the remain- 
der of the week the police whistle 
signaled the start of all religious 
services and classes. 

“The Sisters worked tirelessly 
every day from dawn until close 
to midnight,” said Father Nolan. 
“Forty youngsters came faithfully 
to Mass, Rosary and two daily doc- 
trine classes. Everyone cooperated 
with us. The school teacher called 
off classes to give us more time 
with the children, and the movie 
theater owner let us use it to show 
catechetical slide films and colored 
pictures of mission work. 


“After five days we had pre-

In reality, the Ten Command- 
ments are much more than mere 
don’ts. They are a complete code 
of natural morality revealed by 
God Himself to remind humans of 
the natural law written upon their 
hearts and made known to them 
by their own conscience. Hence 
each commandment has a positive 
as well as a negative aspect. Each 
one commands certain things to be 
done, certain things to be avoided. 

Take this second commandment. 
Though it is phrased in a negative 
form—“Thou shalt not take the

us positively to show honor and 
reverence to God’s name. 

What is more logical, if we once 
accept the first commandment and 
recognize God as 
Ruler of the Universe than for us 
to honor God’s Name?

While Protes- 
tants claim that they accept noth- 
ing which is not clearly stated in 
the Bible, they do follow Catholics 
in observing Christmas on that 
date. 

Easter is a moveable feast, and 
was set by the Church in the 
fourth century when it was de- 
clared that it would be observed on 
the first Sunday following the first 
full moon of spring. That might 
be regarded as arbitrary, yet Pro- 
testants have continued to observe 
Easter on that particular Sunday. 
: Lent is observed as a special

ance of doctrines promulgated 
since the time of the Reformation. 
The decrees of Popes and of Gen- 
eral Councils of the first eight 


centuries are all, according to their 
Confessions of Faith, accepted, but 
not the more recent ones. They 
charge that these represent novel 
doctrines which the early Chris- 
tians did not know about. The 
fact is, of course, that they are 
not new doctrines at all.. They 
were never promulgated because 
the vast majority of Christians 
had always accepted them without 
any dispute. As a general rule, it 
is only when certain doctrines are 
called in question that the Church 
feels it incumbent on her to 
promulgate them.

shocked scoldings. “Such vulgar- 
ity, such crude language; has he 
no refinement?”

Why do we follow such a false 
course of speech conduct, except 
that we ignore God’s rights to our 
deep respect and pay the homage 
of idolatry to the canons of eti- 
uette.

Let’s look closely at this second 
commandment. Its careful observ- 
ance will bring countless blessings 
upon our homes and our nation.

Positive And Negative 


As you may recall from cate- 
chism lessons, the second com- 
mandment commands certain 
things and it forbids certain things. 


It commands us to speak with 
reverence of God and of the saints, 
and of all holy things, as well as 
to keep our lawful oaths and vows. 

It also forbids us to utter any 
falsh, rash, unjust, and unneces- 
sary oaths, blasphemy, cursing and 
profane words. 


Violations of this commandment 
can be either venial or mortal sins, 
depending upon circumstances. All 
too often we forget that serious 
sin can result from the language 
we use, And the reason is not 
because certain words are sinful, 
but because we use words to dis- 
honor God. It is God’s greatness 
that we ignore or insult, 


They Don’t Think 


People will often excuse their 
violations of the second command- 
ment by saying: “Well, I didn’t 
stop to think. 1 really didn’t mean 
that cursing or swearing. So it 
couldn’t be more than a _ venial 
sin.” 

Well, let’s remember we are re- 


sponsible human beings: we 
shouldn’t say things we don’t 
mean. We have free will and con- 


trol of our speech, so we can and 
must regulate it. And perhaps the 
slip-ups we make are no more than 
venial sin, but that’s not the main 
point. The main point is how big 
and important God is. 

Take, for example, the honor we 
pay the American flag. Certainly 
no decent American would ever spit 
upon it. We'd all say: “I’m not 
going to do it. America’s flag 
means too much to me: it’s too 
sacred.” Well, why not the same 
with God’s name? means too 
much to us, He’s too important to 
have His name tossed about like a 
loose adjective. 

Most of us are seldom guilty of 
the extreme forms blasphemy 
and cursing. V 
directly criticize. 
Him with scornful 
words. If we did, of course, we'd 
be guilty of the serious sin of 
blasphemy. But usually we don’t 
pause to reflect enough or we don’t 
realize the full meaning of. the 
words we use. Yet we could. so 


easily eliminate from our conversa~ 
tion this totally unnecessary 
of God’s name.

God’s creatures. It isn’t so much 
idea

deciding which of us deserve pt 
ishment: we must not be calling 
upon Him to settle our es 
or pet peeves. If God gave you 
and me strictly what we deserve, 
things would be pretty tough for 
us. So we certainly will commit 
sin, if we start pigeons, Mion upon | 
others. And if we really mean the 
curses, we can be guilty of serious 
sin. Yet cursing is not the same 
as swearing.. 


Swearing always includes the 
idea of calling upon God to witness 
what we are saying or doing. 
Sometimes it can be virtuous. (as 
the taking of an’ oath in court). 
It can be sinful whenever it’s done 
in such a manner that we dishonor 
God or sacred persons, places, or 
things. So you didn’t swear, un- 
less you actually called upon God 
as a witness. 


A Resolution’ For You 


For everyday practical purposes, 
with most of our readers, here’s 
a good resolution. “I promise God 
that I will never use the names 
of God, Jesus, Christ or any com- 
bination of words involving those 
sacred names except with rever- 
ence and respect.” If we take and 
keep that resolution, we'll seldom 
violate the second commandment. 


One family I know keeps a piggy 
bank on a parlor table. It carries 
the label “Cussador.” Each time 
any family member misuses any 
Sacred names, they must pay a 
fine by dropping a quarter in the 
It’s surprising how .quickly 
people cure that bad habit, once 
they find it’s too expensive. What 
do they do with the quarters? 
Give them to the poor.

gan with the favorite story. which 
is told about him. There is a 
popular legend that a poor man 
had three daughters who could not 
possibly be married because the 
father had no dowery to give a 
prospective husband. Just when 
the peor man was giving up in de- 
spair, Bishop Nicholas had money 
secretly put in the house for each 
of the three girls. 


This custom was continued for 
many years on December 6th, the 
feast day of Saint Nicholas. Only 
later was it transferred to Christ- 
mas, and in Belgium and Holland, 
December 6th is still the day for 
giving presents. The Bishop is 
supposed to make a tour of his 
diocese on the eve of his feast day, 
making inquiries as to the conduct 
of each child. He trayels on the 
horse or donkey, and if the chil- 
dren have been good, they get 
resents from the kindly Bishop. 
he gifts may be put in a wooden 
shoe, or even hidden in a room. 
The children, in turn, leave hay 
for the Bishop’s horse—and if they 
have been good, the hay is eaten 
when they awaken in the morning. 
If they have been bad, then Saint 
Nicholas’s horse will hot eat the 
hay, and it is still there when the 
sun comes up. 


Most of this is legend, of course, 
a kind story about a kindly man. 
We do know for sure that there 
was a Saint Nicholas, and that he 
was the Bishop of Myra. He 
must have been a good man, for 
the stories about him today all 
attest to that. When we think of

During these long summer days 
they loll about under the warm 
Arctic. sun: *the mamas are busy 
catching fish for their babies, and 
before long the babies learn to 
swim and try their flippers at 
catching fish for themselves. The 
boy seals put on pounds almost 
overnight and look forward to the 
time when, like their fathers, they 
can stretch out to a glorious six 
feet in length. The girl seals evi- 
dently have much smaller appe- 
tites for they seldom reach more 
than a hundred pounds: they be- 
come about a quarter the size of 
their brothers. 


Meanwhile their coats grow rich 


and shiny and sleek. And so July} 
passes and August comes. As’ 
soon as the first biting nip from 
the north sweeps down over the 
seals, they know it is time to 
leave. 


For a long time, despite numer- 
ous stories and surmises, nobody 
really knew where the seals spent 
their winters. Now, however, sci- 
entists have discovered that dur- 
ing the cold months they remain 
in the water off the coast of lower 
California. 


Instinct must tell these animals 
when the long winter months are 
over and the spring has come, for 
there is nothing haphazard about 
their time table. In the late spring 
the males make the trip north in 
droves, and take up their places 
on the beaches of Pribilof Islands. 
Later the females gather the pups 


ifornia waters and swim to their 
summer home. 


Danger in 
Northern Waters 


OW when the United States 

Government bought Alaska 
from Russia in 1867, a study of 
these valuable droves of seals be- 
gan. Part of the study was an ac- 
curate count of the seals which 
revealed that between two and 
three million summered each year 
on Pribilof Island. In later years 
a government count showed that 
an all.low of a quarter of a mil- 
lion animals had been reached. 


The government realized that un- 
less something was done, the fur 
seals would soon become extinct. 
The lack of fore-sight among the 
hunters had to be curbed if these 
lovely. animals were to survive.

Society for Political and Scientific 
Research has decided to launch an 
intense struggle against the “medi- 
eval Christian outlook,” the Len- 
ingrad Radio has announced. . 
The broadcast quoted the soci- 
ety’s chairman as saying that the 
struggle against the Church must 
be waged on an entirely scientific 
basis.

The Council of 
Tours in 563 simply refers to Ad- 
vent as a liturgical ty having 
its proper rites and forms. In 
some places Advent lasted four 
Sundays, called Sundays of the An- 
nunciation; in others, six were reck- 
oned; in still others, five Sundays 
were kept. 

Since the tenth century the 
Church has begun her Ecclesiastical 
year with the First Sunday of Ad- 
vent. Thus we have it down to the 
present time.

It is the theory of the C. Y. 0.
